Oil Firms Deny Mexico’s — 
Right to Confirm ‘Titles 


Comp\yiin They Have Not Heard From Applications on 
Leases—Will Not Ask Decrees in Cases of Land

New York, Dec. 14 (By A. P.).—The 
Association of Producers of Petroleum 
in Mexico made public tonight a copy 
of a telegram sent Monday to Secre- 
tary of Industry Morones, at Mexico 
City, in which it was asserted that the 
Mexican government has not demon- 
strated to such of the companies as 
are foreign corporations how any valid 
confirmatory concession can be issued 
to them under the new petroleum law. 

Regret is expressed by the companies 
signing the telegram “that nothing has 
occurred since last March to alter the 
conviction then expressed to you by 
the committee of executives, that the 
law and regulations do not make pro- 
vision for the adequate preservation 
and the valid recognition of their pre- 
constitutional rights.” 

Taking note of press dispatches at- 
tributed to’ the Mexican department of 
industry, commerce and labor, in 
which, the telegram says, the oil com- 
panies were notified that the time for 
application for confirmatory conces- 
sions on preconstitutional titles will ex- 
pire December 21, 1926, and that there- 
after the penalty of forfeiture provided 
by law will apply, the companies make 
the followingg statement of their posi- 
tion: 


“Eight months have elapsed since | 
the issuance of the regulations govern- | 
ing the petroleum law.

made by some of the oil companies for 
confirmation of certain of their rights, 
evidenced by leases of fixed duration, 
acquired before May 1, 1917.

Now and then one 
may find a manufacturer who, because of in- 
dividual pride in his surroundings, or because 


he realizes the advertising value of beautified 


grounds, is willing to invest ‘the additional 
capital which shrubbery and terraces require. 
More often, however, the factory area is an 
eyesore to the community. | 
The committee has started a task which may 
have serious consequences.

Upon this staff 
falls the work of directing an organization 
consisting of 125 troops with a membership 
of about 3,000 active scouts embracing every 
race and creed. The actual work with the 
troops, however, falls upon the shoulders. of 
the volunteer workers, of ‘whom there are 
some 900 serving as members of the executive 
board, the council, or as deputy commission- 


ers and their assistants, members of the court

These 
volunteers give generously of their time, 
money, counsel and leadership,

PUBLIC LIBRARY NEEDs. 


A $250,000 annual appropriation for thé 


| Publie library, as suggested to the House Dis- 
| trict investigating subcommittee last Monday, 


is little enough for a $40,000,000 municipal 
corporation to invest in the one and only in- 


| stitution which takes up education where the 


schools leave off. This is the sum which would 
be necessary for a period of five years, in order 
to undertake a building program to enable the 
library to keep pace with the school building 
program and other city developments. Pri- 
marily the Aibrary should have eleven addi- 
tional branches in separate buildings to pro- 
vide for the needs of densely settled 
communities, Or areas which are being built 
up rapidly and will soon call for separate 
branch libraries. There is need also for 
fifteen additional branch libraries in school- 
houses, including Eastern High school, Arm- 
strong Manual Training High school, and in 
nearly all the new junior high schools. 

Some twenty years ago, more than 80 per 
cent of the demands upon the Public library 
were for fiction. Today approximately 50 per 
cent of the calls are for educational and techni- 
cal volumes. The Puplic library, then, is filling 
an increasingly important need of the intel- 
lectual life of the community. Much of this, 
undoubtedly is due to the fact that the present 
institution has been functioning efficiently, not 
only as a handler of books, but also .as an 
adviser to the reading public. Books and 
reference matter should be convenient to every 
home and business office in the entire city, 
and to make this possible new construction is 
now unavoidable. It is to be hoped that Con- 
gress will not postpone-or reject the request 
for new building funds. %

in the last fiscal year, according to the 
@nnual report of Harry K. Green, 
county commissioner of revenue, made 
public yesterday. 

Arlington district paid a _ greater 
amount, $243,075.80, than either Jeffer- 
gon, which paid $158,246.28, or the 
Washington district, which paid $112,- 
261.28, the veport showed. 

The total assessed value of property 
on which taxes were levied was $25,- 
705,778.69, of which $12,474,847.30 was 
in the Arlington district, $8,115,194.43 
in the Jefferson district, and $5,115,- 
736.96 in the Washington district. 

Tax rates were different in each of 
the three districts, ranging from $1.95 
for each $100 assessed value in the Jef- 
ferson and Arlington districts to $2.25 
for each $100 assessed value in the 
Washington district, while the town of 
Falls Church enjoyed a special rate of 
$1.45. 

hools received more of the revenues 
than any other item, $180,778.97 being 
received for schools, as compared with 
$166,518.21 for “county purposes,”’ such 
as payments of officials’ salaries and 
miscellaneous expenditures, and $166,- 
276.18 levied for roads. 

On the basis of the $1.95 tax rate, 
the report showed the manner in which 
the revenue was distributed, 60 cents 
going for county purposes, 60 cents for 
roads, 55 cents for schools, 15 cents for 
school bonds and 5 cents for the special 
jail levy. In the Washington district, 
with its $2.25 levy, the additional 30 
cents went for road bonds. 

Arlington district’s total assessment 
of $12,474,847.30 was made up of $10,- 
270,940 from real estate, $1,137,245 
personal property, $36,860 machinery, 
and $1,029,802.30 for public service 
corporations, which yielded a total of 
$81,052.06 for county purposes, $87,- 
243.52 for schools and $874,780.22 for 
roads. 

Jefferson district's total assessment of 
@£,115,194.43 was made up of $5,276,- 
380 real estate, $647,065 personal, $76,- 
260 machinery and $2,115,489.43 public 
service corporations, the total of which 
yielded $52,748.75 for county purposes, 
$56,806.35 for schools and $48,591.18 for 
roads, 

Washington district's total assessment 
of $5,115,736.96 was made up of $4,361,-

for the simple reason that I have not 
lately visited them), there were some |

ELECTRIC EQUIPMENT 
HELD NONTAXABLE 


Court Upholds Power Com- 
pany in Refusal to Pay 
$190,614 Levy. 


Electric light poles, wires, conduits 
and lamps are not real estate and can 
not be taxed by the District of Colum- 
bia as such, according to an opinion 
rendered yesterday in equity court in a 
controversy whereby the Potomac Elec- 


tric Power Co. sought to restrain the 
District from collecting $190,614 

The District proceeded on the theory 
that this kind of equipment became 
real estate when annexed to the soll, 
but the court found that the law upon 
that particular subject mentioned 
nothing of the sort. In accordance 
with the opinion a motion by the Dis- 
trict to dismiss the injunction bill by 
the power company will be overruled. 

This case will have some effect upon 
a lawsuit filed by the Chesapeake & Po- 
tomac Telephone Co. against the Dis- 
trict to recover $50,032, which was paid 
under protest as a tax on this kind of 
equipment, which had. been classified 
as real’ estate

But Own From Stationery 


Commissioners Hold Designating Departments in Large 
Type an Assault on District’s Dignity—Adopt 
Three Amendments to Traffic Regulations. 


The commissioners yesterday vetoed 
the advertisement of any persons ex- 
cept themselves on official letterheads 
of the local government. No names of 


public officials except their own will 
be permitted hereafter to grace the 
municipal stationery. 

Lack of uniformity of departmental 
letterheads was called to their atten- 
tion. A collection of all of them was 
made and it was seen that several de- 
partments were named in type larger 
than that used to designate the Dis- 
| trict government. This was held to 
constitute an assault on the District's 
dignity. 7 

It was ordered, therefore, that here- 
after all letterheads be printed on the 
same paper, in the same face and size 
of type and that the most prominent 
legend be “Government of the District 
of Columbia,” followed by the name 
of the department in smaller type. 
When necessary to refer specifically to 


an official the title, but not the indl- 
vidual’s name, will be used as, for ex- 
ample, “reply to the chief clerk,” the 
only clew to whose name will have, to 
be traced from his signature. 

The commissioners also adopted three 
amendments to the traffic regulations. 
The most important of these placed a 
two-hour limit on parking on Union 
Station plaza, a substitute for the sug- 
gestion by Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, super- 
intendent of police, several weeks ago, 
that parking there be prohibited alto- 
gether. The rule will not apply to es- 
tablished hacking stands. 

At the request of the neighboring 
merchants; the one-hour parking zone 
on G street northwest was extended 
from Sixth street, its present eastern 
extremity, to Fifth street. 

A one-hour parking restriction was 
placed on the north side of P street be-
